ships It has led, of course, to misuse of natural re- 
sources (burning of millions of bushels of food-stuffs 
for example, to maintain prices), and to misuse of 
men’s lues A scientist who holds this horrible view 
of the world finds nothing repulsive about devising 
explosives to dcamate cities, a politician with this 
view IS not abashed by starvation of a population 
All IS regarded as paving a road to power — ^the pow- 
er of a compatattve handful of mea vvab. ettorraous 
scientific resources at their command This error^ if

E\ery thinker worth a moment's consideration agrees

These errors, and others nearly as evil, seem to me 
to live on m practically all the planning talk we have 
heard There is not the slightest evidence of their 
not being repeated Do you realise this'> Unless you 
do you may as well throw away all hopes of ever 
seeing a ‘new world’ You will never see it until, with 
millions of your kind, you insist on the elimination 
of these errors and their causes 
My angle on the years to come, then, is formed by 
a conviction that most of the ‘post-war plans’ will 
fail for one reason or another and that most of the 
talk concerning them is ludicrous humbug These 
plans arc chiefly the work of kindly old gentlemen 
whose good mtcniions seem very nearly a gramo- 
phone recording of the good intentions of similar

U you think carefully you will realise that certain 
direct questions have now lo be settled There is a 
sense in which mytitlc fails to denote precisely what 
was m my mmd Thus, can wc say there is a definite 
moment in lime when what various people may do 
with iheir peace years had us birth*’ Or, to put this 
another way, will not the course of most people’s 
peace years rest upon some moment or incident in 
war years*’ There is sense m the statement that what 
we ate to-day is always settled (to a great extent) 
by what we were yesterday Many people came to 
a time during the war when they found the former 
ambitions they had nourished were not right after 
all They began to fook towards other fields of de 
velopment For example, a pnsoner-of war may have 
‘found himself’ through a course of study he might 
never have undertaken otherwise Or again, a man 
who was gi\en engineering training as a soldier 
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thought himself freshly launched and with good 
prospects In fact, it was not until 1922-3 that such 
a man might have felt the repercussions of the war, 
and of post-war conditions on his career In other 
words, problems which hid not been seen m 1918 
were operative and suddenly overtook such people 
As to the present phase m history, I am convinced 
that the mam crises arc c\cntually to be charted as 
for mid-1944 So I shall do my best to carry you 
across a period of five years (more, indeed), so as 
to make my suggestions as solid as possible 

2 On the point whether to consider the end of the 
European struggle as beginning my so-called ‘peace 
years’, this is my intention The reason can be put 
quite briefly I do not m any way consider any ter- 
imnation of fighting m the Far East m tins decade 
or the next as a peace period Japanese ambitions 
will not be quenched by the debacle approaching 
there, and the situation will continue to simmer, 
ready for another outburst, long after the European 
theatre has quietened I do not propose to discuss

As jou enter 1946 you will find the position 
everywhere is what, perhap, I may call ‘loose’ m 
the extreme The backwash of irresponsibility wrill 
be sweeping m on those who have Iwcn l^oolish 
enough to throw caution to the winds It is not at 
all necessary to start m on your year with a fccUng 
of dread, but take my advice and do not make the 
opposite mistake From all I can see of the charts 
for this period 1 should say that over-optimism will

how some of these movements can avoid becoming 
revolutionary Expect, then, some amazing, and per- 
haps uncomfortable, situations in some parts 
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The mam danger is tliat the concourse of crises 
may lead to that fatal spark which leads to war. 
Signs exist which warrant a fair belief in this being 
held off so far as a major conflagration is concerned 
Cml strife is, alas, inevitable among some peoples 
From 1947 to 1950 wc shall all be focusing our 
ejes on the extraordinary way in which the nations 
begin to fall into their new formations Alinnccs of 
the most amazing nature will be entered upon — 
some unbelievable to-day There will be treaty bases 
for agreements covering matters which, were they 
formulated now by me, could never be taken seri- 
ously Europe, for example, will not be under Teu- 
tonic domination but, as the decade ends, is far like- 
lier to find Itself coming under Skandmavian in- 
fluences — certainly men from those parts of Europe 
will be predominant 

A very serious tone will come upon the public 
mind Men will desert the big cities, and the leader- 
ship, of which I spoke earlier, will have impressed 
itself so keenly u^n human relationships that we 
shall witness virtually the birth of a new psychology 
Neither you nor I will think in our present narrow 
term*. We shall probably have given up much of 
our nationalism A people’s army is as likely as 
anything I can predict — controlling the would-be 
strife of baser men and bringing fresh order into the 
world New concourses of nations will have come 
about, far outshining the League of Nations re- 
membered by us 

I do not think we shall have reached Utopia, but I 
do believe that many old grievances and injustices 
will have been removed It will be found by 1948 or 
so that this effort at adjustment, which has proved 
so disturbing m portions of the decade under re 
view, vviU meet a decent measure of success 
After the storm, a period of calm which could con- 
tinue for another ten years But a number of condi- 
tions IS attached, not the least being the resolute 
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cJctcrmirntfon of (lie people ev'cr)'^v{jcfc (o hate 
done With tlic arms racket, end with oilier mad 
mann- whicJi Intc nniiried our world Nor }s this 
some prcithing of socialism 1 belong lo no parl> 
nnd preach for none 

Can ssc *nkc u*. )ou and I? Of course’ We shall 
ln\c to make changes in ourways of life, but what 
matter'' The mam thing I see bcli>rc us is a world 
nd of some of its major evils, brought under some- 
thing approaching umficd .and sane control nnd a 
world not ‘fit for heroes to live in*, but fit for the 
coming generation The only heroism for which sve 
shall hate any use will be that of the workshop, the 
laboratory, and the study 
This, I grant jou, makes furl) formidable read- 
ing, but 1 am not writing for the chicken hearted 
r acts must be faced Ifyou can gnsp the mechanism 
of these years you will be far less likely to make 
major mistakes m adjusting yourself to a rapidly 
changing ssorld scene

In the field of commerce these trends arc seiy clearly 
revealed by the charts lying before me You have 
to understand that employment problems of the 
coming years will have direct connexion with what 
IS happening to the financial end of national affairs 
What of this during these years'* 

Of 1944 I see ample indications of its going down 
to history as a phase of quite fantastic speculation 
Most of this ssiU have been misplaced and adjust 
ments of international financial controls tend to 
make the rush to find securities a non productive 
business 'There arc all the symptoms of scandals 
touching upon this kind of thing and I doubt not 
that when a balanced viewpoint is possible the 
•gold rush will present a curious aspect 
It js the small man* who will suffer most It 
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might therefore be a sobering thought for many such 
that the temptations towards dabbling m sheer fin- 
ancial gambles will in fact haNC an unfortunate 
ending It will have been \ery shortsighted. 

The senes of Governmental difficulties already 
mentioned as due m 1945 should sound a warmng 
to the speculator, as well as to the ordinary hard- 
headed business types During the run of the year 
1 cannot help feeling there will be some rather spec- 
tacular Stock Exchange incidents, in two or three 
events highly damaging to popular stocks, and what 
must amount to a ‘show down'. 1 mention, too, that 
Amencan markets will show a precisely sirndar in- 
stability None should be misled by an ephemeral 
boom lone m any form of business 
j One consequence will be that employment difficul- 
ties, bound to be severe (in spue of all the optimistic 
talk of recent years), will reach a critical juncture 
There will be trouble m departmental admims- 
tration, too rapid fluctuation of certain trades, and 
too httle disposition for co operation among the 
workers, to jusufy any of the wider hopes So far 
as you are concerned I would not recommend this 
phase for any unusual change making m employ- 
ment or (if you own a business) m the general ad- 
ministration of business — save where the change is 
towards recognizably stable conditions That means 
you ought above everything to hold onto the known 
stable idea and, m spite of manifold temptations, to 
resist the more glamorously painted ideas which will 
be frequent at this time 

There is some tendency for a let up of tension 
early m 1946 and U is precisely then that most 
mistakes will be made The year has a most decep- 
tive face An atutude of ‘that’s that’ will have come 
over big and small business There wiU be an enor- 
mous deal of talk about getting back to normal 
On the whole 1 fad to find any justification whatso- 
ever for the undoubted complacency of the time 
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Indeed, ihc summer and autumn wjll teach most 
people ilic truth of this We shall enter a period 
beset with upsets among the nations, any of which 
(I do not wish to be ahmunc, but must s*iy what 
I feel IS true) could cause a further condigration 
Ifyou arc foolish enough topamblc with your nos- 
stbiht les or possessions at this timcy ou will pa) a long 
price for the rejection of a balanced viewpoint 
Only m 1947 would 1 recognise anything remotely 
approaching a turn in the tide At thu point we 
have sufficient evidence of growing cooperation 
among the nations to u.arram a hitic bit of adven- 
ture in our immediate circumstances Then I expect 
a radical change in micrnatioml currencies, a tone 
of new posilivcncss m the commercial world, and a 
sudden development of new angles upon the entire 
Question of employment 1 suspect these things have 
incir connexion with some extremely interesting 
Government il changes occurring then 
Bv 1948 the adjustments mentioned should be 
reaching a position of stabilization There will be 
temporary upsets which badly affect the markets at 
intervals largely due to adverse movements by old 
fashioned interests The need for caution is there- 
for to be emphasized But the general tone of the 
year encourages a more generous tendency m all 
parts of society — not forgetting the mass of the wor- 
kers — and 1 am of the opinion that what used to be 
regarded one-time as purely socialistic methods will 
have become commonplaces It is not at all unlikely 
that socialistic administrations may be working 
these theories and methods out for the nation 
Certainly, this can be earmarked as a very excellent 
year for the left in general politics and you must 
expect commerce, employment questions, and finan 
cial policies to adopt a different tone 
The remainder of the penod under review (that is, 
to 1 950) will show a steady victory for the newer ideas 
over those we knew before the second world war 
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For the ordinary man these trends present few 
terrors The uisc man who knows anything about 
the cfTecis of warfare wiU not expect to have every- 
thing running harmoniously immediately the guns 
have stopped'^finne On the contrary, he w ill be wary 
and will expect at least two or three years to be given 
over to experimentation in government and industry 
and to an adjustment of the public mind to the new 
problems as well as the great new possibilities 
presented . 

For the highly ambitious fellow — the man who 
lives on the basis of a ‘lucky stroke’, who is naturally 
somewhat of a soldier of fortune, and especially he 
who has hopes of 'starting with a cent’ and making 
a fortune — 1 am not too sure that we are entering 
a period offering any great encouragement The 
British Isles, in company with the remainder of 
Europe will be trying political expenments, with 
growing success, and there will be small place for 
the one-man against the-world type, I am afraid 
Perhaps that will be a very good thing' 

Certain it is that that mishamed ‘individualism* 
which has for centuries meant no more than ego- 
tistical rivalry, leading inevitably to one war after 
another, will be reduced to impotence by the next five 
years’ efTects True individualism is to be strengthen 
ed the individualism which insists on every man 
living and working to the extent of his capabilities, 
and on every man being a live shareholder m the 
State instead of a mere puppet thrown hither and 
thither by political giants

At this point someone is sure to reach for a pen and 
paper in order to write and ask me if I consider his 
Group Mucky* Who started this ndiculous idea I 
cannot think Vet, every year 1 find myself being 
asked the same Question The answer Is that no 
Croup IS any *Juckter' than another Indeed, I go 
further and say categorically that I do not believe 
tn Muck’ If you hear anyone claiming that he was 
bom under a Mucky sign’ you will be listening to a 
superstitious nincompoop If you see symbols of an 
astrological character on sale with the word Muck* 
attached or implied, you will be looking at the fine 
art of the myth-vendor There is no immunity from 
evil to be gamed by wearing such symbols— and I 
do not care how many McsUmonials’ the manufac- 
turers care to exhibit 

On the other hand, it is true that certain Groups 
have more chance than others in specific walks of 
hfe That is not because they arc Muckier’ but be- 
cause the traits common to such Groups arc tn the 
direction of those actniues It is not because the 
other Groups are in some way inferior generally 
I proved that in an earlier book {The Scaled Book 
of PoHer) by dissecting a list of 100 famous men 
and women 

My list was built up of 64 people in a variety of 
callings, and 36 people only engaged in music as a 
profession, the 100 all being household names The 
results were interesting, and may help to dispel this 
homble Muck’ idea 

In the list of 64 e\ery Group uajr represented This 
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might ha\c been expected had I specially picked the 
people for my Ust As a matter of plain truth, 1 took 
the names at random from a general compilation, 
merely making universal fame the condition for 
inclusion In a random list oj the world famed e'^ery 
Group was represented! Think of itl 
More interesting still, one might have been for- 
given for an idea that most musicians came from 
one more or less select Group Did they? I took my 
list of 36 from a general list and made world fame 
the sole condition for inclusion, as with the former 
list The result? Se\en Groups were represented 
That means that had someone asked an astrologue 
three hundred years ago whether any particular 
Group was likely to be 'lucky' m music he would 
have been right to laugh at the idea For the five 
Groups not represented are prolific breeding- 
grounds of the counterparts of the great musiosi 
composers, the music critics, bibhographists, pub- 
lishers, and so forth That is a fact 
Taking my entire list of 100 world famous men 
and women, it became clear that even when one com 
sidered the Groups which contained the lowest pe^ 
centages, these were Croups wlurh are traditionally 
recognised as not gt\en to publicity or public ac- 
knowledgment They were names oF men and women 
whose work, for one reason or another, though lead- 
ing to fame, is not so generally accepted with ac- 
claim at the time by the general public 

That, I think, disposes of the ‘luck’ idea Do not 
trust to It in these coming years It is dangerous and 
treacherous I know some of my readers ‘owe their 
lives to a rabbit’s foot’, and that others never go out 
without their ‘zodiac brooch’, or something ternble 
happens (I am not writing now of tahsmamc sym- 
bols — quite another matter) That’s all right, if you 
care to be foolishly indulgent with yourself, but it is 
meaningless in the bigger issues of life, and ts 
childish 
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The only ‘luck’ worth havings a reasonable con- 
fidence m )our owTi abilities ^at, as 1 ha\e tned 
to show, can only be gamed from a proper under- 
standing of yourself If you ha\c done what 1 re- 
quested you should be nearer this than you may 
^rhaps have been m days past 

5 SQUARE PECS 

The commonest human problem, after all, is not 
difficult to name I must have handled letters by the 
hundred thousand in the course of my career and 
am sure that were an analysis of them made there 
could only be one result It would be that a majonty 
of anxious letters have come from people who had 
become ‘square pegs’ 

No great gift of prophecy is needed to say that this 
post war pKase is as fruitful as any other such period 
m causing ‘square peg’ difTiculties The very fact of 
direction, which has come into being in industry, 
must tend to increase these difficulties I do not ag- 
ree that men and women can be ’educated’ satis- 
factorily for tasks they arc naturally unfitted to 
perform (I know perfectly well that I could be ‘ed- 
ucated’ m electneal engineenng for the next decade 
and would emerge a complcle menace to the sun 
plest wiring system Why^ Because not one of the 
rudimentary faculties needed m that profession can 
be found m my make up, and because I have a dis 
taste for such work anyway Much the same applies 
to other people I mark the point merely as a matter 
of common sense) 

The tragedy of this ‘square peg trouble is that 
the victims really do feel they are vicjims— that they 
have had a twist put into their lives which is basic 
ally irremediable From that to hopelessness and 
black despair is not far to go So, I take it, the 
avoidance (so far as may be possible) of going into 
peacetime existence as a square peg ought to exer 
cjse your mind

2 You can take the necessary time to plan out a 
way of securing the kind of work you ftel is suited 
to you That you may be sure will be too much 
trouble for the failure type!

V/e may now sec what asc have achic\cd together 
Fust, there has been a serious effort at understand- 
ing the nature of the problem which, somehow or 
other, c-very individual will have to tackle m the 
present phase 1 have done all I could to make it 
clear that no superficial thinking is permissible If 
you are unprepared to dig for facts— facts about the 
Dig issues, and facts about yourself— then you will 
have only yourself to blame if you come eventually 
to shipwreck My impression, at the outset, was that 
you must have been anxious to face facts otherwise 
you. could not have got past the opening pages of 
my book 

So we came to discussion of the mam trends 
From that we passed to examination of the special 
problems of post-war periods in genera! Thence we 
went on to study what astrology Ins to say about 
this post-war period 

After that (and 1 hope you were conscientious 
about It) we turned our attention to some study of 
ourselves as individual travellers through this nenod 
Enough was said at the time, I think, to make you 
feel the tremendous importance of this 
Then, by natural progression, I gave you my views 
on trends m your own life 
Is all that information sufficient? 

Is It all that astrology, taken as a senous study, 
has to offer? 

Admittedly it is much, but 1 am going to say Very 
frankly — and perhaps to some readers’ consterna- 
tion — that what I l^ve offered so far is not more 
than a small percentage of what is to be found m 
the astrology of out Umc 



1 am noi concerned that roost people ss dl be more 
than (.iusiicd uith chssifications nnd nrcdicttons 
hlosi people arc much loo cistly satisfied If they 
\s ere not, the m tjorityof men approachme the pul>- 
lic would hi\e to do much better tlnn is their habit 
Yes, I say that openly ’ The pcncnl public make too 
few demands, not too imny, upon public men 
Hence the talk common among such men of 'what 
the public wants' 

'Cjinc the public what it wnnts—and if it docs not 
seem to want it trick the idea up so that the mass of 
people think they want it’ Thai is common ‘philo* 
sopliy* — as you would be quick enough to discover 
were you to spend a little time back stage But th/s 
stimulation or wants is only a profit making trick 
It conveniently leaves out of consideration what the 
public ftccf/j 

In relation to astrology 1 am well aware that most 
people's ideas arc conditioned by outer inUuerces 
They want astrology, but they arc too often given 
only the husks of it Let it ^ recorded that this is 
usually against the will of the astrologue But this is 
no place to discuss the many factors which (in the 
present state of sociciy) arc bound lo rule any public 
presentation of ideas What u important to discuss 
IS the public want which (shall we say for Jack of 
anything better’’ Yes, if you like you may say even 
thatl) IS covered by astrology 

For example, where else could such information 
as has been given here have been obtained by most 
people? Have you been overburdened elsewhere by 
frankness in discussions of post war conditions? 
Have you been told by any of the pontiffs of public 
utterance how much your part m these years will 
have to depend upon your own ingenuity’’ Have 
you ever been asked to cany out a reasonable exam- 
ination of yourself? The plain truth is that, for one 
reason or another, the public has been consistently 
hoodwinked, amused, played with and tncked — 
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anything but offered a means to deal with life on a 
strictly individual basis That docs not mean that I 
flatter myself on my own effort All I am saying is 
that the chief reason why astrology is wanted is be- 
cause tbe average man and woman knows a large 
variety of feats which make life a burden and so has 
recourse to what he, or she, thinks may quieten 
them I think perhaps this might be compressed into 
the statement that, m a soaely which rides rough- 
shod over the individual, astrology is the only thing 
most people know which gives importance to the indi- 
vidual It IS not, of course, the only thing which does 
Even so, the attitude concerning astrology of 
nearly everyone 1 meet is founded on a totatly in- 
correct conception of what astrology is, and what 
U sets out to do About this, I would like to say 
something, because I feel it is possible for you to 
help yourself, and to be helped, if you can grasp 
some of the higher imphcations of tfcus study You 
have gone thus far with me Now inspect the wider 
beoems offered you 


2 ASTKOLOGV’S WORK 

If you were asked offhand what was the function 
of astrology, I think you would say, ‘To predict the 
future* If by that you meant the sole function of 
astrology you would certainly be totally wrong in 
your answer 

There are four major tasks which have been 
placed upon this study Prediction is of these, the 
least important That, no doubt, occasions you con- 
siderable surprise It need not, ^or my meaning is 
that without the remainder of its work astrology is 
robbed of true significance and becomes the tool of 
those who as I recently remarked, are intent only 
upon profitable exploitation of human needs ana 
fears 
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WIni ll»< worlk’’ 

You cnn divide ii mlo four mam pirts llic first, 
nnd the most importnol, is to declare the truths 
uboul the universe —ind in doing so to stress the 
vital importance of every Individual man nnd wo- 
man to Inc entire scheme Only in so fur as the asfro- 
logiic sees this lo he his principal function has he 
any right to nVc hu work to the nuhhc Where he 
neglects this fimctum he becomes merely a charla- 
tan, nnd the siorj of astrology has been smirched 
over with the doings of such men 
The second great task is the interpretation of his- 
torv It IS clear cnouch, to anjone who thinks, that 
the mam difTiculiy Itumanity has encountered has 
been Its divinchnauon to learn from former days 
‘Lvpcncncc is the great teachcf* It is a saying which 
afrnou sounds right , but how much learning has 
ever been accepted from that teacher? If a teacher 
* has not a class of pupils, is he a teacher? Only the- 
oretically We blunocf ihroueh the centuries, we 
humans, and make the same kinds of mistakes over 
and over again Tlic wars of Hus age are basically 
Similar to all previous wars, .as to causation, as to 
performance, as to cruelty and ignorance We have 
not learnt much from cvpcricncc— yet’ 

The third task of astrology is the analysis of in- 
dividual men and women Such analysis as has been 
briefly cssajed in this work, for csamplc The sim- 
plest of all truths is that a man can never function 
effectively unless he knows himself I think the 
Greek ‘Know thyself' probably the most cynical re- 
mark ever vttcrcii How many of us do’ How many 
want to’ 

Prediction forms the fourth part, but even about 
this most people have quite the wrong idea, and I 
want to tiy to put the matter nght before we part 
company on the last page of this work 

Now let me be very blunt Ifyou are not prepared 
for some frank speech — if you arc interested m your 



life metcly from ihe angle of ‘having your fortune 
lold’~if you arc not deadly sccioui about making a 
good ]ob of your life— shut up the book Do not 
read any further 

Af> interest — m) master interest — tr m men and 
y>omen u/jo are struggling through the intricacies of 
this Societ^-of-a-Thousand^lVrongs y^htch weareaua- 
acious enough to call a\iU:ed, and iihich some folk 
ftflie ifte f>/ay/)/jc/Mowi impertinence to coll Christian. 
All I ark myself oi ibis critical moment m history is, 
Hkat has astrology to offer such people^ If the answer 
were nothing but preaictions, I would walk out of 
astrology 1 mean that! 

The answ'cr is very different, as you shall see — 
xf you are prepared to continue with me now 


3 BASIC STRUCTURE 

Begin at the beginning This is a little lesson in life— 
hfe as astrology sees it It is not a dirficuU lesson, and 
if you can grasp us simple outlines, you will find 
youTMlf m possession of a sound fooling for other 
'^ays of thought 

Life, says astrology, is Ukc the zodiac, and the 
zodiac 15 like life That means, of course, the em- 
ployment of twelve divisions such as are already 
familiar to you Twelve divisions with a certain be- 
gmnmg which no scientist has ever been able to dis- 
prove, wtiwh many a great man has accepted as 
truth 

Look at these twelve divisions for a moment They 
run, in fheir popular form From Anes to Pisces, and 
each of them has a meamng Take this mterprelatioa 
for a start 

Aries, Taurus, and Geimm Springtime 
Cancer, Leo, and Virgo Summer 
Libra, Scorpio, and Sagittarius Autumn 
Capricorn, Aquanus, and Pisces V/mter. 
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Again, look, nl this 
Aries, Taurus, and Gemini Seedtime 
Cancer, Leo, and Virgo Maturing of the crop 
Libn Scorpio, and Sagiltinus Harvest 
Capricorn, Aejuanus, and Pisces The earth re-

It IS a beautiful arringemwil, is it not? Our lives 
run to Its rhythm, year after year And ^hat same 
rhythm is seen m the people born at these parts of 
each year You can prove it for yourself quite 
easily Thus 

Aries, Taurus, and Gemini people Energetic, 
live wires’ 

Cancer, Leo, and Virgo people Patient, color- 
ful, serious 

Libra, Scorpio, and Sagittarius people Mature, 
in gathering, jovial 

Capneorn Aquarius, and Pisces people Con 
centrative, sensitive, and idcahstic ihrouaft dber 
faith 

One could continue indefinitely with such inter 
prctations but I must content myself with but a few 
such ideas in this place Think, for instance, of your 
life set out in this manner

That, I tell you, is a picture of the perfected car- 
eer Is Jt not true that almost every career, save only 
that of the great man, breaks off somewhere on this 
line"’ How many of us ever get past the Leo point, 
where we are functioning but go on in a blind vanity 
without expcnence being used, and without any- 
thing approaching the first rale whether of material 
ends or the ends of the spirit? Yet the ‘course’ is so 
simple You can get it all down into easy propor-

9 As you succeed, lift your standards gradually, 
and niaintam a vision of the highest possible, 

10 Then organiie all, get every unit m place, witli 
yourself funciioningsmoothly and sweetly as a well- 
made machine — yet not as a machine, but as a living 
organism, 

11 If once here, hfl your head and strike for a 
higher yet than has been attained . 

12 That achieved — and you will never be satis- 
fied’ — make your completion with gracefulness and 
the deep understandings of life you have learnt 

Well, a good many people have thrown mud at 
astrology, but 1 have yet to hear of a saner, more 
natural, way to true success m life, and it is soundly 
astrological— it is not anything of my own creation 
It IS, m fact, the only wayi And to it astrology adds 
only this rider make your ambition something 
worth while — something which can satisfy you al- 
ways’ Which IS the hardest rule of all 

But we must leave this side of our subject, slaying 
only to remark that these ruhngs are not merely 
astrological That Ihe^ ceitavoly ate in basis, but 
they are the unconsciously accepted ruhngs which 
govern all successful careers There is no other fot- 
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mula for success It is the formula which may he 
seen working out in the lives of the greatest men and 
women everywhere 


4 VOUR NEEDS 

It will scarcely surprise you, after what has been said, 
to discover that astrology offers a baste structure of 
all human needs The ramifications of this part oi 
our subject are not understood yet, and it seems 
doubtful if psychologists will care to look in this 
direction in order to fortify their work That is a 
pity, because astrological formulie contain the most 
part of all the psychological facts so far brought to 
light 

1 am not gomg to wea^you (or myself) with in- 
tricate scientific details Let it suffice to consider 
your needs — the needs of every normal life— as as- 
trology sees them 

In this matter I have leaned heavily upon the facts 
levealed by my correspondence over many years f 
have asked myself, ‘What are the needs which have 
produced this correspondence? Do they fall into 
recognizable categories"’’ 

My conclusions can be set down bnefly Precisely 
as was to be expected they fcll into a pattern which 
was astrological 

Your needs are these

2 To secure a sufficiency of physical ease

your kind 

12 To get away from work, or trouble, or danger 
— m whi^ may be included the desire to retire, a 
want often expressed in mere escapism 
1 challenge any psychologist to show a fault in 
this presentation of the basic needs of any ordinary 
man or woman 1 challcoge him to offer any exten- 
sion upon It which is not an extension merely of one 
or other of these wants 1 have listed here Challenge 
in a (nendly spint, that is 1 am stiU m the learner’s 
class and welcome amiable teaching 
If you examine your own life you wiU find very 
t^uicMy that all these wants have their part More, 
you wiU find that m several instances the want is 
stiU very much a want, it has never been satisfied 
Turn back for a monient to my little sketch of 
your life on page 108, You will find the twelve astro- 
logical groupings I gave there will quite easily he 
side by side with this hsi of your wants Let us try 
It out, adding comments

'cry right desire, too’ How can you gain apprcaa- 
tionl By behaving and by working with all your 
might and mam There is no other way Nobody has 
ever found a patent method of getting people to give 
appreciation, but your best — your bcst-<annol go 
'Without It \ heheve we all have far more apprecia- 
tion about us than nc suspect, and probably for 
things v.e do not understand If you ask me for more 
specific methods let these sulTicc (1) Make certain 
your work is worth appreciation — that means ach- 
ievement of a high ideal, (2) See that it is noticed — 
by use of a little judicious self advertisement, per 
haps along nght lines, (1) Sell yourself, by which I 
mean present your work and your powers in a fav 
ounxblc light study how to give them a pleasing ap 
pcarance and aim at other people s needs 1 known 
IS all very difficult, but not too difTicuU for you

Remedy There is only one to find out what is 
wrong U IS frequently something of a health nature 
You could check up anyway to see whether this is 
so Another frequent cause is n disordered sex life 
which needs no detailed examination at this point 
but vs nevertheless one of the most fruitful of all 
causes of emotional disturbance sex failures of one 
sort or another and general failure in life U is fairly 
axiomatic that proper attention to the sex life is the 
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w-ay out of (Iie^c diffiailtj« Seel some sound ad- 
vtce I nm not a tioctor, but I Inou most doctors^ 
could cct at the roots of difllcultics of this miurc 
So could any good psycholocist If successful loing 
meins anjilnng to you, you snould tike such meins 
to correct faults One has only to consider the ner\e- 
iroubles which arc rampant m this age to rcihsc 
lint a susi mijortly of men and women, without 
suspcclmn it. actually go m peril emotionally and 
scruilly lor tick of adsicc wlucli any good doctor 
could offer In this milter astrology fws to be con* 
tent with pointing the way, tt is not quilificd to min- 
ister »n the fields of medicine or psychology

Tlic want here is learning Vou must 
learn all you cm about yourself, then about people 
near you, then about the issues which connect you 
Sound judgment can only be obtimed from frequent 
eomparisions and bringing the will into pla) Most 
people could correct such troubles by reading more 
Others arc naturally timid and need mostly lo ven- 
ture out with a little more self-confidence Others, 
again, are filled with an assottment of prejudices, 
insteid of factual ideas It is obviously impossible 
here to analyse all these things, but it is possible to 
give a fairly safe rule Here it is First, keep to the 
issues which arc in line with your ambition Second- 
ly, try to understand both sides of a case, leaving out 
any prejudices you normally entertain Thirdly, 
when m doubt on a matter, seek the advice of some 
one who knows the ropes And fourthly, stop talk- 
ing about having a lopsided mind, start to trust 
your mind more, and to reduce the topload on one

Remedy This question, and others of similar type 
tan generally be answered by the suggestion that a 
view of the higher octaves of life is likely to fill the 
want For example, the professional man frequently 
suffers from a certain frustration and cannot place 
It but often it arises merely from the fact that he 
has formed no genuine ideals Life has to be lived 
to a purpose Purposeless Ufe vs not life, it is only 
an existence and is of little use Now, where shall 
ViC find ideals'* There is one obvious place in which 
to look among the men or women who have earned 
the profession to its greatest heights 'There one will 
find, notably in biographical literature, that ideals 
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coNcnng Ihc profession haw been Iiid down Con- 
sider n theologian, to lake an extreme example he 
might have bwn the rceiracnl of a doctorate, and 
might know the Sumtna Theologicn from cover to 
cover, but if he has frustrated feelings might it not 
be likely that he has omitted to consider life, as 
lived off the pices of hooks, nccording to the ideals 
of St TTvomas Aquinas? Or again, a motor engineer 
similarly noted would not he find scope for imag- 
ination. and better c/Torf, m the extraordinary car- 
eer, and perhaps the ideals, of Pord? 1 suspect so» 
though 1 consider Ford no particular saint I Vou 
must (mitite others — that is natural, and we all do 
It — but you can avoid frustration by seeing the tre- 
mendous ideals we have received from the greatest 
of men

Remedy Partly, anyway, the proper organization 
of whit you have Partly, a nsjehological reforma- 
tion Usually this fear has its basis in a loosely order- 
ed life There is not enough cohesion, in spite of 
considerable success You need to make your life as 
water tight as you can, without selfishness, and to 
organize your interests so that, supposing your fear 
were brought near, you would knan u/w? to do! 
Half the trouble, 1 find, with people in this condition 
IS that they never face up to what they would do m 
such in emergency as sudden want Why not calmly 
think this out*’ What would you do? Would you 
throw up your hands and sink because you could 
not manage to live without such and such a maten- 
al possession? No ' A commonsensical view of most 
people suggests that they would do far better than 
they imagine if they were put to the push I do not 
discount psychological factors but these I cannot

You must stage a strategic retreat, or 
nothing* How many men there have been who, 
faced with titanic difficulties, have found their own 
powers failing them I think of those generals who 
conducted the retreat right across North Africa and 
into Egypt, and the hard way back again They were 
retreating right enough, but they had iheir own per 
sonal retreat Montgomery could often be found on 
his knees It was bis retreat There he found a means 
to save an Empire That was /ns way It is worth 
some study as an example of what can be done in 
‘impossible’ circumstances 

‘But that IS religion! It sounds odd coming m an 
astrological work! One had the idea that astrology 
was somehow opposed to religion It has even been 
preached against Is there, then some angle of this 
subject which has not bad its sufficient exposition?’ 

I am afraid there is But the insufficiency has not 
been a fault of the writers on astrology, in the mam, 
but the fault of inexpert examination of the field of 
astrology I know, of my own contacts with people, 
the misconception which exists — a misconception 
which, even m reference to my own works, has no 
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if you will, dispulc Its theory of revelation of the 
working of the universe m human lives, but you will 
be disproved by the vast body of fact which has been 
accumulated through the centunes and which has 
had the full acceptance of many of the greatest 
nunds of the ages 

In this work of revelation astrology has shown 
how events fall into recognizable patterns and it has 
never ceased during the centuries to proclaim that 
these patterns are proof* of the divine ordering of 
the universe It has never, except in the mouths of 
Ignorant men and charlatans, claimed them as 
proofs of ‘fate’ or ‘lock* Nor, note carefully, has it 
ever claimed fo be a special rexetadon of the xxill of 
God It has been content to point to the pattcrnings 
and to construe them as the results of divine causa- 
tion, not as compelling events upon the individual 
Let me make this perfectly clear Astrolo^ has 
found Its work as an interpretation of events and a 
positing of possibilities Do not believe anyone who 
suggests that it thinks, or teaches, that some star- 
formation of Itself causes events On the contrary, 

It has always appealed to men to ‘rule their stars’, 
by that meaning, to take note of the paltemings 
that are discernible and then to act so as to secure 
the maximum good And by ‘good’ astrology has 
always meant Tightness — righteousness 
I make this statement with absolute authority 
There is no astrologue who will come forward to 
refute me, though I would expect any of the numer- 
ous charlatans to do so privately 
But this IS not all, by any means It is not enough 
to say that astrology has a religious basis It is ess 
eotiai m my mind to state wAar ts Us position in re- 
lation to Christianity 

On this I can be as posiuve in my Remarks, for it 
is quite true to say that, so far as the West is con- 
cerned anyway, the acceptance of Christian revela- 
tion aud of all reasonable Christian authority has 
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contmuousl) beerigneitbi astrolog) B\farthegreater 
part of astrohgues for the enure period of the Chnsiian 
Era ha^e been chrisuans: {though it is honest to say 
that I personally am of «o church or sect) If you 
doubt this, study their works, for there you will find 
an oxerwhehung exideticc for ni\ statement Scarcely 
one astrological work known to us for centtirus past 
opens xxiiboul an in\oc««on such as may be found m • 
most eftmnan Tories Why, openmg even a current 
popular almanack (Raphael’s), 1 tind on the first 
page of the calendar the words, ‘Magnify the Lord’. 

To label this (as some would hkc to do) as hypocrisy 
IS to show small chanty and less judgment Why 
need ‘Raphael’, in this age of fashionable godless- 
ness, ask hxs teadets to 'Magnify the Lord’? One 
would hate thought a hypocrite would certainly 
have gone with the prevailing tide, not opposed it 
with a quotation from the Magnificat’ 

To this 1 must add another clear statement 
Though engaged m trying to discern the outwork- 
ings of a universal plan astrology does not seek to 
offer any authority on reUgsoii, but rather itself 
accepts such authority Thus, it has nexer }Ct been 
necessary for a ban, in official terms, upon astrology 
You can confirm this easily if you look, for example, 
for Papal bans None exists Religion does exclude 
superstitious practices, and in this, undoubtedly, it 
bans all usage of astrology for such ends 1 agree 
absolutely with that lulmg and, indeed, mark all 
usage of this kind as totally foreign to true astrology 
It IS, on all occasions, tantamount to charlatanism 
and as such not to be countenanced by any sincere 
astrologue 

Again 1 say, confirm all this with any responsible 
astrologue’ 

"Now, this would all be meaningless, and out of 
place, were it not for one outstanding fact concern- 
ing you persomlly It is the fact of greater needs 
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grav'c responsibility m talking to you at this time 
Those greater needs are the all-important side of 
you, and any man or woman who fails to satisfy 
such needs must be prepared to find not only astro- 
logy failing (as it must in such circumstances) but 
the greater part of life failing them 


6 PRACTICAL ISSUES 

A final word What \f your hopes, and mine for you, 
fau — and for no such reason of ignonng the chief 
fact of hfel 

Most people’s lives, in spite of all their efforts, 
contain a host of disappoioiments, failures, hours of 
suspense and of danger, times when reproaches fall 
upon them and fnends fail them, and times of pain 
and bitter disiUusionment 1 have had my share of 
these things and, from astrology’s heart, the means 
of dealing v. uh them has gradually had to be learnt 
If anyone had told me thirty years ago that the les- 
son was to be so simple 1 would not have believed 
him. It was hard to think the simplicity of the solu- 
tion to so many troubles nor a solution 
I give It to you in few words, but read them care- 
fully 

First, get your mind m line with the everlasting 
things 1 mean by that, see yourself (as, of course, 
you arc) as a quite unique creation, part of the 
scheme of the universe, and, therefore, of import- 
ance This process will not unhkely take differing 
forms of differing people None can say how this 
act of belief will be for any given man 

Next, take a new view of your circumstances Use 
astrology, by all means, to its fullest extent That 
V, ill help you w uh ideas concerning the road you are 
on But use it as giving a perspective of spiritual, as 
uell as merely tnaienal things With this usage, con- 
sider your difficulties Look^al them as quite diffcr-
